The Finance Committee ore 
ganized Monday and then 
deliberated one hour and forty-five 
minutes before putting its stamp 
of approval on the warrant article 
for Monday’s Special Town Meeting 
advocating purchase of the Main 
St, Killorin property as an addition 
to the site for the new town hall, 

_ The newly elected chairman, 
Robert M, Henderson, announced 
the committee’s decision, It 
followed an explanation by Town 
Manager Richard Bowen of the 
steps taken by the Board of Select- 
men in determining that the ad- 
jacent Shaw property was the single 
available location for the town hall 
that did not present costly 
problems, 

The manager then demonstrated 
with scale models how adding the 
strip of Killorin property to the 
site would permit more architec- 
tural freedom in the design of the 
new hall and replace the some 40 
parking spaces to be lost from: 
the municipal parking lot by the 
use of land there for the construc= 
tion, 

The warrant article proposes 
a price of $50,000 for the site 
(provision is also made for an 
eminent domain taking), but mem= 
bers of the Finance Committee and 
spokesmen for the Chamber of 
Commerce at Monday's meeting 
seemed agreed that the price was 
certain to be higher, 

Later this week, Atty. Maurice 
Rappaport, who represents owner 
Karl C, Killorin, said that he feels 
that ‘‘it is a fraud uponthe voters” 
to quote a price of $50,000 when 
they (town officials) know that 
Killorin had had offers ‘‘way in 
excess of double that amount,"’ 

Asked if Killorin will protest 
at Town Meeting, Rappaport said, 
“I imagine he will."® He added 
that he knows of others opposed 
to the location of a town hall at 
the parking lot site who will also 
object,

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The Logic Of It All 


No one should come to Town Meeting Monday with the 
notion that it will be easy to pick away at the logic of 
the Selectmen’s proposal that we purchase the Killorin 
property on Main Street as an expansion to the site for the 
new town hall. 

It is simple enough to think of reasons 
better to pick another Spot: 

The traffic Spilling out from two markets, a shopping 
complex, a bank, a post office and a service station make 
the block between Punchard and Chestnut Sts. one of the 
most congested in the downtown area. 

The location doesn’t provide the most idyllic New 
England setting for a town building; certainly the view 
across a common or a square would be more in keeping 
with the traditional stalwart-village image, 


why it would be. 


It is a crying shame to remove any more prime com- 
mercial property from the tax books when Main Street real 
estate values are climbing, 


It is all true enough, and the Selectmen know it, But 
they have been bombarded with Suggestions for substitu- 
tions and still it is their best judgment that the Shaw site 
is the only practical site. 

For one thing, we own it. To acquire another centrally 
located site of comparable dimensions would necessitate 
a series of land takings and the price tag would ultimately 
more than equal what we are going to have to settle for if 
we acquire the Killorin location. 

Even if we could backtrack and Snap up the Square & 
Compass Club land that So many still mourn, we would 
have an expensive project ahead of us. It would mean re- 
routing High Street and acquiring the Barnard property — 
and without the federal financial aid proposed when this 
location was considered with the urban renewal package, 

Once you accept the logic of the Shaw site as the 
reasonable solution to the location problem, it becomes a 
lot easier to accept the contention that the Killorin pro- 
perty must be had. 

A town hall can be built on the land we now own, just 
as itis. But there are both aesthetic and dollars and cents 
reasons for providing more frontage. If a hall is built to 


Spread across the lot, it will cut off access to rear lot 
parking; if it is planned long and narrow, it will permit 
ready access but limit the architects in design. 

And to remove roughly 40 parking Spaces from the town’s 
only public parking lot and create a built-in demand for 
as many as another 40, is to curtail downtown parking in 
a period of population expansion, If the town buys parking 
for its citizens (which they in turn help pay for in meter 
receipts), it helps the merchants. But it also helps the 
town as business prospers and real estate values in the 
center become more taxable. 

All of this is but a portion of the thinking that has led 
the Board of Selectmen to propose acquisition of the 
Killorin site. The Finance Committee has now concurred,

and in what shape the new town hall gets built, but there 
is at least one other good reason for attending the Special 
Town Meeting June 21. 

Also in the warrant is an article asking voters to give 
officials the authority to seek federal aid to cover the 
cost of plans and specifications for a new elementary 
school — one educators foresee will be necessary by 1968, 

If we don’t get a move on, we will be as far behind the 
need with this building as we now are with the senior high 
school,

Any position whose primary 
mission involves the *““manage= 
ment of change’® creates, un= 
derstandably, disagreement with 
other professional people within 
the system who wish, quite natural= 
ly, to continue with curriculum 
and teaching methods which have 
worked well in the past, Without 
accelerated change and improve= 
ment, however, Andover'’s school 
system would soon fall behind, 
and our young people would be at 
a disadvantage when they attempt 
to enter college or seek employ= 
ment, 

It is the Superintendent’s clear 
responsibility to resolve any dif- 
ferences of opinion by giving full 
consideration to the values in each 
point of view, Change and the con- 
troversial discussion which it 
generates are healthy symptoms 
of a progressive school system, 
It is the Superintendent’s job to 
manage these changes in such a 
way that personality clashes are 
avoided and constructive results 
take place. As a man of broad 
administrative experienct, the 
Superintendent is capable of as« 
suming this role, 

During 1964, we struggled, with

The Town of Andover has never 
to my knowledge adopted an officia] 
parking policy but we are now 
faced with a specific parking deci- 
sion without benefit of any prior 
frame of reference, Like Topsy, 
parking here just grew and grew, 
And most of it is here to Stay.
